making permanent improvoments to the 
value of two dollars and a half per acre, 
shall be entitled to a Crown due for the 
same upon the payment of a fee of flvci 
dollars. Such allotment shall bo free 
from all legal process for debt during a 
period of twenty years. Tlio occupier of 
such land may acquiro by i)urt'liaso adja- 
cent brokou or irregular lots uot exceed- 
ing fifty acres.

The Ciovenior in Council shall have 
power, under certain restrictions, to sell 
land for one dollar an acre, payable in 
one cash payment. Provision is also 
mado for remitting the second instalment 
upon land in-o-omi)ted at tv.o dollars and 
a half per acre, and for rectifying boun- 
daries, etc, etc. The provisions I'or pas- 
toral leases and dealing with water re- 
main as in the old h'.w. That t]>e men- 
sure is, considered as a whole, a vast im- 
provement upon any that has preceded it 
will, we opine, bo admitted on all hands; 
but wo confess that wo should like to see 
the principle of selling agricultural lands 
to any who chose to buy without any re- 
ference to usance eliminated altogether. 
It mars what appears to iis to be an other- 
■wise excellent measure.

The Premier yesterday laid hefore tlio 
House liis long o.\poctod rujiort as spo- 
oial delegato to England to arrange for 
an Imperial subsidy for llio purpose cf 
aiding in the construction of tlio^Dry Dock 
Tho correspoiidencis accompanying tho 
report is voluminous. It comprises 
commmiicationB from tho Delegate, the 
Lieut.-Oovernor, tho present Dominion 
Goverumont, the Under-Secretary of llio 
Admiralty, and several other distinguish- 
od gontlemeii in I'^liiglund, A careful 
lieruHid of tho formidiible document be- 
fore us impels ns to o.vjiress our candid 
belief (wo write it with regret) that tlio 
mission /las proved «./in7Mre— a lamentablo, 
disgraceful./7fi.';ct);-— a ridiculous,expon8ive 
lixxlo, of which tho country was early 
appri.sed through those) cohimiri. Tiiore 
is not tho fiiiutost gliiumor of 
hope to be o.xtrautetl fn.in tho Admir- 
alty letters. Soiuo are! evidently missing 
— withheld, no doubt, because their pur- 
port is unfavorablo. Those that do ap- 
pear arc polite and cliplomattc enough; 
but wo search them in vain to lind any 
assnranco from tho Admiralty that the 
ai)plication would be/'iir(;r(j/>(//V'/;/(';/r;i')i«/," 
wliieb i\Ir. DeCosiiios, in answer to Mr. 
Kobertson's (|U(;stion, said Unit ho had re- 
ceived! If ho did lecuivo !;n(di assnranco 
whoro is it? It is not in tbo corrcsi)fiiid- 
onco. Does anyone believe that if ho 
had it Mr, DoCosmos is not tho very man 
to " trot" it out? The eonolusion is plain 
enough. Ho 1ms got no "assurance," and 
is notliki^ly to get any. His mission , which 
has cost the Colony wo don't know how 
mauy thousand dulhii's, has failed. 
It did not requiro eighteen or 
twenty pages of cloaely printed corres- 
pondence to tell us that. Its burden 
might have been confessed in half a doz- 
011 words. "I Situ: Mr, Goschen; but he 
didn't sec md ' We cull it boquot or two 
from the report of our budding diplomat. 
To cull any more would bo to ptu'petrate 
o fraud upon our readers, which they 
wottia not easily forgive. After announc- 
ing his arrival in London, and a visit to 
Admiral Biehards and 21v. Goschen, and 
what those gontlcnion said, ho proceeds: 
"I addressed tho letter marked JI to tho 
Hecretary of tho .'Vdiniralt^-, It contains 
my proposal as to the conditions on which 
a first class Pock, suitable for the 
use of tbo largest Iion-elad Ships of War, 
would be constructed by tho Province, 
find tho ground on which tho Province 
would give i.'ut1,0OO to tlio Imperial Gov- 
ernment. 

On the lOtli I had another interview 
with Mr. Goschen. Ho informed mo that 
tUo Government could not think of ac- 
cepting £50,000 from British Columbia 
and undertake tho construction of tho 
Dock at .ICsquimalt, That the other jiro- 
jjosal toaasist the Province in constructing 
It waaiiariowed do\\ n to ono of degree, and 
that degree thy dillerencebotwuen asinall- 
or Dock suitable to accommodato or- 
dinary sized-Tesaels. and alarger one that 
could be uaed by the largest class iron- 
clad ships of war. After considerablo dis- 
cussion I anieuded my proposal by agree ■ 
ing on behalf of tho Pro\ir,oo,to accept a 
bonus of iSO'OOO when tho Dock located 
in a sutiable place in Esipiimalt and of 
such dimensions as wouhl he accoptablo 
to the Admirality, was sAisfactorily eora- 
I)leted. He then iuformed nie thot it wtis 
impossible to give ine an answer during 
the next four weeks. 

"One reason for the delay, I may add. 
was that it aid wore leoonunended f)y tho 
Admiralty it would have to pass tho 
Treasury Board, and theabeoommunicat- 
ed to the ColonialOfQoe. But the most im- 
portant reason why no answer could be 
had was that there was no expectation of 
a Cabinet meeting till the middle of Jan- 
uary. * *■ * 

Siibsoqiinutly, in an interview with 
Colonel Pasley, ho informed me that he 
believed the Governmout would grant aid 
to the Dnok, but possiblv not so largo a 
sum ■\vould be granted as I had asked for, 
and tliitt they might also asic that Her 
Majesty's Hhipsshould lie docked attbree- 
fifths of the cost of ortliuary vessls. 

* * * In conclusion 1 may add that 
Tbelieve that the Imperial Government will 
aid in tho construction, pf^ the Graving 
Dock at Esquimau. "'
